Address of the Revolutionists to the
People of the United Ntates
A Recital of Wrongs
Committed by
Spain.

Senor Valiente, the genernl wroent Tor the
Cuban Republican Government, has propasred the
following address to the poople of the United
Buates, setting forth the causes and prospects of
the vxisting revolution in Coba, and the claims
of the strugrling patriots upon Amerleang:.—

To the People of the United States:—Secing
that frequent misrepresootations of the revolu-
tlonary movement golng on in Cubs are made
shrough the pross, beg leave to answer themn
by laying before the public a briel statemoent of
iaats connected with that movemont,

".-l‘\‘;ﬂuiiulln never go b beward. '“Ii‘_\' may
be checked for o shorter or longer thine, but
finally burst forth with irresistible impulse, and
roll on to a suceessful issue.  Bo with regard to
Cuby, which has failed in several attempts to
oy erthrow the tyrant over her, but is likely to
sucered now in the struggle for freedons and self-
government. 'To review her effores for nationol
existenee, and sketch the grievances which
justify the revolution going on within her bor-
dere, are the purposes of this address, which s
vespectfully submitted by the undersizued, as
general agent of the Cuban revolution.

Ever since the clg=e of the war of indepenfiencs
in South Americn the Captain-General of Caba
has been clothed by specinl luw with all the
lmwﬂ'n given to commuanders of besioged places,
This pevere moeasure arose from the revolution-
ary attempt which wns then defeated through
the interference of the United States Govern-
ment, lest universal freedom in slaveholding
Cuba should affect slavery in the Southorn States
of this conntry, ns Mr. Clay remarked at the
time, in explunation of his opposition tothe mili-
tary expedition  which Venozoels, then at war
with 8paln, was fitthug out to help Cubatoackiceve
her Indepondence; so that Cubi hus  been
eloce that time groaning under - relentless
tvrauny. but still endeavoring now and then to
shnke {t off. Her endeavors have brought about
not only the persecation or execution of muny
illustrions Cubans, but also that of - many ligh-
minded Spaubirds, such as General Larenzo, who,
while Governor of SBantingode Cuba In 1530, pro-
claimed there the liberal constitution promul-

ted in Spain, and waes perseented by l':;]n[uiu-
Senerid Tacon, who =ent from Havann o 10RVY
body of troops against him and his eoustitu-
tionul followers. Seversl years later, many
Cubans who remonstrated aguinst the slave
trade were perseeniod for having done so, and
nearly, all of them driven into exile. Shordy
thereifter military commissions were set ut work
all over the Western Departient of Cuba to sup-
press an alleged consplracy among the colored
peaple.  The guilty partics were found chiefly
among the rich free colored men, whose pro-

perty was, of course, contiseated and their lives
taken by wholesale on the =caffold, while not o
fow of them died under tho lush, which was
freely and mereilessly used to compel them Lo
confession,  The suppression of  this alleged
vonspiracy  was followed o few yeurs later
bv & real conspiracy of the white peaple,
puder the lead of General Lojies, who, beiug do-
teeted before his plans wore matured for an
uprising in the central part of the island, fled
and eame to the United States, whenee he sailed
in 1800 at the hiead of some G0 men and landaed
at Cardenas. He fuiled in his attompt o free
Cuba and retrened to the United States. During

The India Oflice MNS,

The Pall Mail Gawite hns the following:—

A correspondent well qualified to gpeak on the
subject has favored us with the following com-
muniention In reference to the receutly-discoy-
ered MSH, at the India Otfipe: —

o1 ennnot enlighten you as to the contents of
the ‘Beejapoor MBS, found in the Hbriry at the
India Office, but if they are the M88, formerly in
the Azar Mehal at Beejapoor, the following are the
facts us 10 the manoer and time when the MsSS,
canie into the possession ol the East India Com-
pany. The books are the remains of one of {lu'
roval libraries which existed at Becjapoor in the
Deocnn, provious to its eapture by Aurungzobi,
A, DLagst Thongh ‘eartlonds’ of MSS. are said
1o have been  taken away by him, the Hbrary to
which these volumes belonized was not entirely
removed by the Emperor from Beejapoor, in con-

quence  of s having  been  attached  to
i Mabomctan  shirine, in which were
preserved twoe hairs of  the  Prophet's

beard. A short account of this curious shrine
will be found in Colonel Sykes' excellent paper
on Becjupoor in the “Transactions of the Literary
Society of Bombuy," o book now very rarely te
Le met with, and also in the magnificent volume
of photographs of Beejapoor, published by Mr.
Murray in 1866, at the expense of 4 native gen-
theman of Bombay, The bullding in which the
Hbrary was preserved will be found desceribed
and depicted st pages 88 and 75 of the momoirs
prefixed to that volume by Captain Meadows
Taylor and Mr, James Forguson, and in plates
47 to 55 In this shrine the books remsined
minch teglected, il they were exnmined about
1848 by M, d'Octron, o yonng scholar of Spanish
origin, travelling in India by order of King Lonis
|'hl]i}-|w. to collect Banscrit MSS. for the l{n.\'.;l
Librury at Paris,

“8ir George Arthur, the then Governor of
]‘.“1”!.”.‘,'_ hearing of the condition of the “l'l'j!l-
poor library from M. d'Octron, moved the Rajah
ul Satars, in whose territory Beejupoor then was,
to take botter care of the books: und something
was done, with this end in view, at the sogges-
tion of Colonel Evans, the then resident.  But
when the territory, with all State property,
lnp=ed to the Government of Indin, the Hbracy
was still moch neglocted and exposed to depre-
dation and fujury from the weathor.  In this
state it was found by Captain (now Colonel)
hilip Hart, of the Engineers, who was employed
to repale some of the beantiful buildings which
were [ast folng to ruln, and, siuong others, that
in which the library was deposited; and on his
report, Lord Fulkland, then Governor of Bomn-
bity, ordered the removal of all the books which
were at ol perfeet, sud they were ultimately
st to the libeary of the East Indin Company in
Leadenhall strect, where they remaduned uutirltu
trunsier to the Crown,

*The Besjapoor library must oneg have been
rich in books in many Inoguages.  Loeal tradi-
tion tells of muny baautitul works in Persian,
richly lomipated, which have, at different
times, been absieaeted  from the library and
cliundestinely sold, and there are still many hoxes
of fragments of books, Persian and  Arabie,
which, from the beauty of the penmanship and
the Mumination, sty to the origioal value of
the voluimes to whilcl I|||.‘_\ 1-"]llll'.:l‘\|. There are
lkewise fragments of MSS, in Mabretta and
sanserit, o Canarese, 'and  other southern lun-
cuages, written on paper as well as on Hlu.lm
leaves, and o few fragments of black-letter Eng-
lishy anud Spanish books: the Epnglish Tragmonts
evidently belonged to o bluck-leiter Bible of the
anthorized version.  But, with the exeeption of
the Arabie volomes gow o the library st the
India Ofice, there was nothing like s perfoet
volume in any langunge fortheoming in 1547,
and the existence of these Arabie volumes was
aceounted for by the lacal ofticers solely on the
cround of their havipe been unreadable by any
ang  on the spot, and consequently unsalable,
The bleme of these depredations was laid by the
